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i. Two hundred and thirty-five German officers had arrived in Syria 
as of the end of October 1948. Thirty-five of these officers were 
experts in civilian work, such as the manufacturing of textiles, 
factory managerient, eteo, and were sent to the factories in Damascus, 
The rest of these Germans have been attached to the Syrian Army, 
end each of then was given an officer's rank by Syrian Army Headquarters. 


About onewhalf of these officers cane from prison camps in Egypte
